EUGENE SCRIBE. 
From the London Atheneum. 

During something like half a century, the bright and indefatigable 
dramatic author—who has just died suddenly—filled the stage of Europe ; 
and with works of such variety, in every prose form of composition, as 
to suggest the presence of a well-spring of perpetual youth in the man 
who could be so fertile, so buoyant, so ingenious to the last. Instead of 
our wondering at his having held out so long, the surprise of his having 
died late or soon, comes like a shock. BA 

Of the story of Scribe’s early life—his parentage and training—we 
are not in a case for the moment to speak. Probably, since the year 
1815, or thereabouts, the only biography of special interest which could 
be written of hima would be a list of his plays. On many of these it 
would be interesting to annotate with reference to the changes which 
have passed over French society during the last marvellous fifty years. 
In his earlier works will be found traces of the Empire, with its confu- 
sion of ranks and families, for the arrangement of which even the first 
Napoleon's strong will and grasp over organization proved insufficient. 
Then came the reigns so fondly looked forward to by the nobles of the 
Faubourg as periods of blissful rehabilitation for their order, and which 
proved, when they came, so unsatisfactory in any thing like progress or 
fulfilment. Their conventionalities, too, will be found reflected in 
Scribe’s “ Thédtre:” which, during its first twenty years of production, 
was principally restricted to pieces of a limited scale and peculiar quality 
befitting a minor theatre of Paris. Such was the Thédtre de Madame, 
in spite of its protection from La Duchesse de Berri. It was not till 
Louis Philippe came to the throne that those with Academical honors in 
view—the quest of which has.turned so many a staid French brain— 
Scribe ventured on five-act prose plays, which were to bring him into 
comparison with Beaumarchais and other predecessors who had eschewed 
verse. Of these, the first, and the most famous, perhaps, was “ Bertrand 
et Raton.” In this, an amount of sly, political satire was put forth, such 
as, under the reign of Charles Dix, Scribe knew his world too well to 
have ventured. There is a group of these heartless comedies, al] more 
or less clevets. From this style the academician, once set in his seat, 
passed into those dramas of intrigue and complicated incident by which 
we have most lately known him. It may be doubted whether anything 
analogous to these is to be found in any other literature—whether any 
other dramatist has ever employed so much power of interweaving into 
a tissue countless incidents, which never could happen in one and the 
same history—and this with such exquisite adroitness and hardihood, 
that the spectator was enthralled into forgetfulness of the absurdities in- 
herent in the combination. Scribe worked much with collaborators ; 
and, provided that any inexperienced man brought him an idea ora 
situation (character, of course, in such authorship can go for little), he 
could find in those sufficient material and suggestion. Then, he the 
art of commending the compound and the structure by an ease of style, 
a common sense—a common-place, too—of sentiment—a neatness of re- 
ply, a use of wit, sparing and never soaring, which went far to reconcile 
the wildest contradictions. There was no depressing genius or superi- 
ority about him, to stir antagonism among the gifted, or to oppress the 
thoughtless by too deeply troubling them to think. 

One more outline must be added to the above few and rapidly 
sketched ones of a man whose complete portrait must wait for some 
future day—this in commemoration of Scribe as a writer for music. His 
opera-books are many; the verse in all of them is miserably flat and 
prosaic; the stories of some are excellent—of one (we mean “La Juive”) 
incomparable. In this capacity M. Scribe will go down to posterity as 
the companion of MM. Auber and Meyerbeer. — 

The outward man in society was cheerful, simple, and gay—rarely, 
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if ever, brilliant. The fortune he amassed by his dramatic rights and 
copyrights must be something very large—it being understood that, as 
regarded all matters of gain and profit, he knew how to bargain shrewdly 
as well as to save discreetly. For better, for worse, however, we see at 
present no one within or without the precincts of the French theatres 
in the least qualified to take lis place.

illustrations; The Punjab and Delhi in 1857, by the Rev. J. Cave Browne; 
Tea Planting in the Outer Himalayah, by A. T. Gowan; Capt. Grantley F. 
Berkeley’s spirited and picturesque narrative, entitled The English Sportsman 
in the Western Prairies; Ten Years’ Wanderings among the Ethiopians, by 
Thomas Hutchinson; and Vacation Tourists and Notes of Travel in 1860—a 
novel experiment in the publishing of travels, but one which, under the able 
editorship of Mr. Galton, appears to have been entirely successful.

D. Arpteton & Co. publish “ After Icebergs with a Painter: a Summer 
Voyage to Labrador and around Newfoundland,” by Rev. Louis L. Noble, au- 
thor of the “ Life of Cole,” “ Poems,” ete., who says in his Preface : ‘‘ The title- 
page alone would serve for a preface to the present volume. It is the record 
of a voyage, during the, summer of 1859, in company with a distinguished 
landscape painier, along the north-eastern coast of British America, for the 
purpose of studying aud sketching icebergs. It was thought, at first, that 
the shores in the neighborhood of St. Johns, Newfoundland, upon which 
many bergs are often floated in, would afford atl facilities. It was found, 
however, upon experiment, that they did not. Icebergs were too few for the 
requisite variety; too scattered to be reached conveniently ; and too distant 
ry minutely examined from land. One needed to be in the midst of them, 
where he could command views, near or remote, of all sides of them, at all 
hours of the day and evening. For that purpose, a small vessel was hired to 
take us to Labrador. Favoring circumstances directed us to Battle Harbor, 
near Cape St. Louis, in the waters of which icebergs, and all facilities for 
sketching them, abounded. To diversify the journey, we returned through 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, coasting the west of Newfoundland, and the shores 
of Cape Breton, and concluding with a ride across the island, and through 
Nova Scotia to the Bay of Fundy. If the writer has succeeded in picturing 
to his reader, with some freshness, what he saw and felt, then will the pur- 
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pose of the book, made from notes pencilled rapidly, have been accomplished.” 
The book contains a number of illustrations. Also, ‘‘ Hopes and Fears; or, 
Scenes from the Life of a Spinster.” 


G. P. Putnam has just published a new, revised, and enlarged edition of 
“The World's Progress: a Dictionary of Dates: being a Chronological and Al- 
phabetical Record of all Essential Facts in the Progress of Society, from the Cre- 
ation of the World to the Inauguration of Lincoln,” edited by G. P. Putnam, 
A. M., who observes: ‘‘ What is here aimed at is simply to indicate, in brief 
and suggestive terms, the succession of the prominent occurrences and of the 
governments in the chief nations of the world—enough merely to recall to the 
reader of history the full pictures of these events, and to enable him to classify 
them correctly in his memory. The alphabetical part of the volume gives, in 
most cases, more full and ample references to the same historical facts; but 
still the whole work is but an index to the sources of knowledge—a Diction- 
ary of Dates. It has been planned so as to facilitate access to the largest 
amount of useful information in the smallest possible compass. There are 
some discrepancies among the authorities, as to names and dates—especially 
in the Middle Ages—and in some instances the dictionary varies from the 
tables; but these instances are not numerous orimportant. The Biographical 
List at the close of the volume will contribute, it is presumed, to render the 
contemporary tables far more variously useful than would be at first supposed. 
By ascertaining from it the dates of birth and death of any eminent person, 
the tables will show at a glance what events happened, and what other emi- 
nent persons lived during the life-time of that individual. It would be super- 
fluous to say more by way of explanation. That such a volume can be quite 
free from imperfections is not to be supposed; but the compiler trusts that it 
will be found to answer all reasonable expectations, as a compact manual of 
reference to the World’s Progress in Arts, Literature, and Social Life, as well 
as in Polities and Government.” It contains an Historical Chart, representing 
in chronological series, the Rise, Revolutions, and Fall of the principal Em- 

ires of the World. For those who have the original work, Mr. Putnam has 
issued the supplemental matter in a small volume, entitled “‘ Zen Years of the 
World's Progress: being a Supplement to the work of that title ; embracing a 
comprehensive Record of Facts in the Annals of Nations, and Progress of the 
-“ Srom 1850 to 1861: with some Corrections and Additions to the former 
‘ages. 


Tur American Tract Sociery have got out “ Abel Grey,” and “ Hannah 
Lee ; or, Rest for the Weary,” by the author of “ Isabel,” ete. 


M. W. Dopp issues “* Discourses on Sacramental Occasions,” by Ichabod S. 
Spencer, D. D., author of “ A Pastor’s Sketches,” ete. Gardiner Spring, D. D., 
contributes the following Introduction: “The productions, already in print, 
from the pen of the late Dr. Spencer, are a sufficient earnest of the value of 
the present volume.

Spring on the Closing of the Old Church in Beekman Street, and the Opening 
of the New Church on Murray Hill ; the Discourse delivered on the Fiftieth An- 
niversary of his Installation as Pastor of the Brick Church; with the Pro- 
ceedings of the Memorial Meeting, and the Discourse Preached on the Occasion 
of Mrs. Spring's Decease.” 


Ticknor & Fretps publish “ Currents and Counter-Currents in Medical 
Science: with other Addresses and Essays,” by Oliver Wendell Holmes, Park- 
man Professor of Anatomy and Physivlogy in Harvard University, late Phy- 
sician in the Massachusetts General Hospital, Member of the Society for 
Medical Observation at Paris, Fellow of the Massachusetts Medical Society, 
Fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences. The author observes 
in the commencement of his Preface: “The character of the opposition which 
some of these papers have met with, suggests the inference that they contain 
really important, but unwelcome truths. Negatives multiplied into each 
other change their sign and become positives. Hostile criticisms meeting 
together are often equivalent to praise, and the square of fault-finding turns 
out to be the same thing as eulogy. But a writer has rarely so many enemies 
as it pleases him to believe. Self-love leads us to overrate the numbers of 
our negative constituency. The larger portion of my limited circle of readers 
must be quite indifferent to, if not ignorant of, the adverse opinions which 
have been expressed or recorded concerning any of these Addresses or Essays 
now submitted to their own judgment. It is proper, however, to inform 
them, that some of the positions maintained in these pages have been unspar- 
ingly attacked, with various degrees of ability, scholarship, and good-breed- 
ing. The tone of criticism naturally changes with local conditions in different 
parts of a country extended like our own, so that it is one of the most con- 
venient gauges of the partial movements in the direction of civilization. It 
is satisfactory to add, that the views assailed have also been unflinchingly 
defended by unsought champions, among the ablest of whom it is pleasant to 
mention, at this moment of political alienation, the Editor of the Charleston 
Medical Journal.”

soul: of Josette the cook: and finally that of Lemulquinier, Balthazar’s old 
confidential servant, who spends the savings of 20 years in the purchase of 
materials for the crucibie, who comes to think himself a chemist, and is finally 
pelted, together with his master, with mud and stones, for a sorcerer and a 
witch.”
